STKWART'.S 


Senator Stewart has offered 
an 


amendment to the bill to repeal the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman Acl 
to which it seems the gold bugs cannot 
otter a reasonable objection. It author- 
izes the President to invite the Govern- 
ments of Mexico, Central and South 
America, Hayti and San Domingo to 
join the United States in a conference 
at Washington, four months after the 
passage of the Act, to secure the 
adoption of a common silver dollar of 
not less than 359.91 grains nor 383.13 
grains of pure silver to be issued by 
each Government, and to be legal ten- 
der in all commercial transactions be- 
tween all citizens of all the American 
States. It further provides that the 
findings of the delegates shall be bind- 
ing on the Governments xvhich sent 
them, and on an agreement being made 
the Governments represented shall 
open their mints to the 
unlimited 


coinage of silver for the benefit of de- 
positors. 


These are the States with which the 


United States has been endeavoring to 
establish more intimate commercial 
relations than exist at present. Mr. 
Elaine's reciprocity scheme establish- 
ing free trade upon certain conditions 
between those countries and the United 
States was approved by the Eastern 
States which are now doing all in their 
power to establish the gold standard. 
The greater part of the trade of tho&e 
Republics goes to Europe. If they 
agree with the United States and 
adopt a silver dollar which will be a 
legal tender in all commercial transac- 
tions it will tend to increase traffic be- 
tween them and be of incalculable 
benefit to the United States. The fear 
of losing the trade of Mexico and of 
Central and South America, which it 
now monopolizes, might cause Eng- 
land to take another view of the silver 
question. 
It would 
find that the 


adoption of a common dollar which 
would pass current on the American 
Continent from the British possessions 
to Patagonia, would advance the price 
of silver tc> its coinage value and that 
its trade with India would not be so 
profitable us it is with silver at 74 
cents an onnee. 


There ought not to bo a voice raised, 


nor a vote oast against this amend- 
ment in either House of Congress. It 
proposes an international monetary 
conference between the Republics of 
America to agree upon a dollar which 
shall bo u leg.il tender in commercial 
transactions m Brazil, the Argentine 
Republic, 
Chile, 
Peru, 
Central 


America and Mexico as well as in the 
United States and the opening of the 
mints for the coinage of such dollars. 
It may bo usfetirned, however, that the 
goldbngs will oppose the amendments, 
as they do not want silver coined upon 
any terms that is not satisfactory to 
the European money kings. 


XM.POUTING OFFICIALS. 


There are two Indian agencies and 


several Indian reservations in Nevada. 
One of the Indian agencies is located 
at Duck Valley in the northern part of 
Elko County; the other at Pyramid 
Lake in Washoe County. Usually the 
persons appointed to supervise affairs 
at those agencies have been selected 
from among the residents of the State. 
Now this order is reversed, and men 
from the East, who probably never saw 
an Indian except in a circus, are sent 
here to assume charge of the agencies. 
The new agent for Duck Valley hails 
from Delaware, and an Indianian has 
been appointed to the Pyramid agency. 
The Duck Valley agent is at his post, 
but 
the 
newly-appointed Pyramid 


agent has concluded not to venture intc 
the wilds of Nevada until the Senate 
confirms his nomination.

ritory. This checked the rush, though 
the most daring braved fire and smoke 
and kept on until they penetrated the 
wall of fire or lost their lives in the at- 
tempt, •

ing with milk and honey they pound a 
blackened waste desolated by Ore. 
Many wore disappointed and now it is 
reported that thousands are making as 
strenuous) olforts to get out of the 
the country as they made u few days 
ago to get into it. Towns along the 
border tu-a crowded _fully us much with 
those w.io havo left the Strip dis- 
gusted and disappointed as they were 
last week with persona awaiting the 
time for entering it. Tho disappointed 
say it is tha most uninviting region on 
-the face of the earth. Water is scarce, 
the weather intolerably hot and prairie 
fires are burning in every direction. 


It is probable that the country is not 


so barren as the returning boomers 
picture it. 
The fact that flres rage 


throughout the Strip is proof that veg- 
etation has been luxuriant. 
It coulc 


not be expected that water would be 
abundant at this season of the year, 
and those who went there expecting to 
find a spring or a stream £on every 
quarter section, were of course doomed 
to disappointment. 


The Strip for years afforded excellent 
pasturage for large herds of cattle and, 
no doubt, the greater part of it will in 
a few years bo dotted with comfortable 
farm houses surrounded by fields of 
waving corn and grain.

stranger had been seen together during 
the afternoon and were together at 
the Washoe Brewery a short time be- 
fore Kean was discovered in a dying 
condition. 
One witness stated that 


Kean had a silver watch in his posses- 
sion during the day and tried to pawn 
it, and as no watch was found upon the 
body and the stranger having mysteri- 
ously disappeared led the coroner to 
suspect foul play and he decided to 
have a post mortem examination. Dr. 
W. A. Phillips, who was called to see 
Kean at the last moment, and who as- 
sisted at the post mortem, testified 
that from the few symptoms he ob- 
served before the man died and the 
history of the case as detailed at the 
time arid the result of the post mortem, 
he was of the opinion that death en- 
sued from opium poisoning but could 
not be positive without a chemical 
analysis of the stomach. After hear- 
ing the testimony of the several wit- 
nesses the jury rendered the following: 


VERDICT. 


We the undersigned jurors sum- 


moned to appear before H. P. Brown, 
coroner of Washoe county, on Septem- 
ber 19th, 1893, to inquire into the 
cause of the death of James Kean, hav- 
ing been duly sworn according to law 
and having made such inquisition, af- 
ter viewing the body and hearing the 
testimony addressed, upon our oaths, 
each and all do say that we find the de- 
ceased was named James Kean, that 
he was a native of Chicago, Illinois, 
aged 30 or S3 years, and that he came 
to his death at Beno, Nevada, on the 
18th day of September, 1893, by some

The Shanghai papers contain a report 


obtained from native advices from Can- 
ton of a serious conflict between sorie 
piratical craft and gunboats at a place 
midway between Shaochow and Canto a.

foic and aft, wore compelled at last to 
btiiko their colors, and there was a gen- 
eral cry of &auve qui peut. leaving the 
pirates on the field.

Diul cloclc indicates the time each race 
itarts. 


Thirty minuteB between races. 
Signals—Boll call denotes to saddle. Duo-le 
jails the horses to post. 


Tho liuijle onll will bo precisely five minuttw 
after tlio sudd Jo cull. 


Owners, trnincrs, jorlieys or others having 
are of the animal, that do notbcnd the horse 
out promptly .it post signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all btulic» miiht l>o made to 
he Secretary oil or before the 1st day of 
September, Ib93. 


.Entries ior the running purses must be 
made two days preceding tlio race, before (( 
o'clock J', M. 


TiiooG who have nominated in stakes must 
name to tlie Secretary in writing which they 
will start tho day before tho race at U p. M. 


Horses entered in purbobcan only be drawn 
by conbcnt of the judges. 


In making entries for purfeo races, the 
name, age and SPX ol the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rjdcr must bo given. 
Alter u horso has run once at the meeting, 
the nume of the liorfeo, with the weight to bo 
carried attho race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to cntor unrl start or the race 
may be declared off by tin- executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for ull running races, except 


handicap!;, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pound*, and all horses 
that have won prior to September Istslml 
carry fi\e pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to nil races unlesi 
tho conditions ofliorwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out.* 


Where there is more than one entry by OHO 
person, or in ono interest, the particular 
horso they are to start must bo named by 0 
. M. of tho day preceding the race. 
No added money paiti for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided ut 
the rate of 00, SO and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to till) by tho with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall bo divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and Iu 
all three in five races hordes not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board re»erves the right to trot heats 
of any two flashes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race bet woe n boats. 


When Ions than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided an follows 
66% to the ilrst aud 8334 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may tie re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake 
or entering a horso in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts die decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
rover a trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
